Lib Dem candidate pulls 
out of general election 


LIBERAL Democrats in South Somerset 
are looking for a new parliamentary 
candidate after Daisy Benson made the 
shock announcement that she wouldn’t 
be standing in the upcoming general 
election. 

It was announced over the weekend that Ms 
Benson, who was named as the Lib Dems’ 
prospective parliamentary candidate last July, 
would not be standing against current Yeovil 
MP Marcus Fysh in the snap election on June 
8th, which was called by Prime Minister 
Theresa May in a shock speech last week. 

Ms Benson said: “With regret I’ve decided not 
to put myself forward to stand for the Liberal 
Democrats in the upcoming snap general elec¬ 
tion.” 

“Although I’ve been preparing for the past 
year, this election unfortunately comes at pre- 
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cisely the wrong time for me. 

“I’m just in the process of completing pur¬ 
chasing a house within the constituency. 

“It would be unfair to constituents and the 
local party not to be able to devote 100 per cent 
of my time to campaigning in this election, but 
I plan to play as a full part as I can in the com¬ 
ing weeks to ensure Yeovil returns a Liberal 
Democrat MP.” 

Former Yeovil MP and leader of the Lib Dems, 
Paddy Ashdown, has sent a letter to all mem¬ 
bers of the local party group. 

He described it as “very sad news” that Ms 
Benson had stepped down for “personal rea¬ 
sons.” 

“Daisy has helped to energise the Yeovil Con¬ 
stituency during her time as our Prospective 
Parliamentary Candidate and, I am very glad to 
tell you, has offered to continue to campaign for 
the upcoming county council elections in the 
time available to her, given her house move,” 
he said. 

“This will be very welcome news to all for 
whom she has campaigned so energetically. 


“I know you will 
join me in thanking 
Daisy for her 
tremendous efforts 
and wish her every 
success for the fu¬ 
ture.” 

The Lib Dems will 
now be launching a 
new selection pro¬ 
cess to find the can¬ 
didate who will 
look to regain the 
Yeovil constituen¬ 
cy from Conserva¬ 
tive MP Marcus 
Fysh at the General 
Election on Thurs¬ 
day, June 8th. 

The Yeovil constituency was seen as a safe 
seat for the Liberal Democrats for more than 20 
years before the 2015 general election when 
David Laws was beaten by Mr Fysh.

Somerset police rated as ‘Good’ in report 


AVON and Somerset Constabulary has been 
rated ‘Good’ in the annual State of Policing Re¬ 
port. 

Inspectors look at effectiveness, efficiency 
and legitimacy, and can give an overall grade 
of either Inadequate, Requires Inprovement, 
Good or Outstanding. 

Wendy Williams of Her Majesty’s Inspec¬ 
torate of Constabulary (HMIC), said: “I am very 


pleased with the overall performance of Avon 
and Somerset Constabulary. 

“I am particularly impressed by the force’s 
comprehensive understanding of the existing 
demand for its services, which is based on a 
wide range of information and a sophisticated 
appreciation of the capacity of the workforce 
and workload it carries. 

“The force is adept at restructuring and mod- 
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ernising its workforce to equip it with the skills 
to meet future needs. 

“It has achieved this through close alignment 
of the force’s financial and workforce planning, 
which has, for example, increased the force’s 
capacity to investigate child abuse and serious 
sexual offences. 

“I am pleased with the improved effectiveness 
with which the force keeps the people of Avon 
and Somerset safe and reduces crime. 

“In particular, the force has improved its re¬ 
sponse to missing children and domestic abuse 
and the quality of its investigations. 

“Since our inspection in 2014, the force has 
made concerted efforts to improve the accuracy 
with which it records crimes and it has made 
progress in placing the victim at the forefront 
of crime-recording decisions. 

“I welcome the progress the force has made in 
addressing some of the concerns that were 
raised by our inspection of police custody. 

“In summary, the force provides a good level 
of service to the people of Avon and Somerset. I 
commend the force for having maintained and 
in some respects, improved its performance, 


since my previous assessment.” 

Deputy Chief Constable Gareth Morgan was 
pleased with the report, which acknowledged 
the progress the force had made during the past 
12 months. 

He said: “We have been praised for being good 
at preventing crime, anti-social behaviour and 
keeping people safe; investigating crime and re¬ 
ducing re-offending; and protecting those who 
are vulnerable from harm and supporting vic¬ 
tims. 

“The past year has been a time of transition 
and HMIC inspectors have recognised the very 
hard work and commitment of officers and staff 
in achieving some significant improvement. 

“Keeping local communities safe, supporting 
vulnerable victims and reducing crime are the 
highest priorities for us. 

“Neighbourhood policing is central to that 
and we will continue to preserve the numbers 
of frontline officers and PCSOs.” 

The inspection report for Devon and Cornwall 
Police was published earlier this year, the 
grade being Requires Improvement.

David was head¬ 
teacher at St Bartho¬ 
lomew’s First School 


in Crewkerne, a posi¬ 
tion he had held since 
2013, with Somerset 
County Council de¬ 
scribing him as ‘a car¬ 
ing, committed and 
inspiring member of 
the community who 
was passionate about 


providing the best ed¬ 
ucation for all school- 
children’. 

David, 41, was also 
known on the local 
football circuit as a 
referee and former 
manager of Hawkchu- 
rch Reserves. 



The chairman of 
governors and deputy 
head of St Bartholo¬ 
mew’s First School in 
Crewkerne jointly re¬ 
leased a statement 
last week. 

Beryl Eeles and 
Gemma Coward said: 
“We are deeply sad¬ 
dened and shocked by 
the sudden passing of 
St Bartholomew’s Fir¬ 
st School’s headteac¬ 
her David Carter. 

“Our thoughts are 
with his family and 
friends at this very 
sad time. 

“He was a highly re¬ 
spected colleague and 
friend, and will be 
sadly missed by all in 
the school commu¬ 
nity.” 

David leaves behind 
his wife, Kelly, and 
four children. 

Bob Brunt, former 
secretary of the Perry 
Street League, paid 
tribute to his friend of 
20 years. 

Mr Brunt said: “I 
first met Dave throu¬ 
gh refereeing him 
playing football as a 
goalkeeper for Hawk- 
church; I worked with 
him as the Maiden 
Beech sports co-ordi- 
nator at Hinton St 
George First School. 


“I persuaded him 
into refereeing when 
the Hawkchurch Re¬ 
serves side departed 
from the league, and 
watched his first 
game as an official at 
Uplyme. 

“We took part in a 
half marathon to¬ 
gether in Torquay, 
and ran with each 
other the whole way, 
which turned out to 
be his best time over 
the distance. 

“Everyone had great 
respect for Dave in 
whatever group he 
worked in; multi¬ 
talented with a love of 
life and people. 

“A great man who 
has gone far too early 
in life; cannot 
stop seeing his smil¬ 
ing face in most 
things I do at the mo¬ 
ment.” 

Mr Brunt said he 
will be taking part in 
the upcoming Torbay 
half-marathon as a 
tribute to David. 

A spokesperson for 
the South Western 
Ambulance Service 
said: “We were called 
out on Wednesday, 
April 19th at 5:43pm to 
St Bartholomew’s fir¬ 
st school. 

“One male casualty, 


having suffered a car¬ 
diac arrest.” 

He was pronounced 
dead at the scene. 

St Bart’s school was 
closed for the rest of 
the week and re¬ 
opened yesterday (Mo¬ 
nday, April 24th). 


Every incumbent MP across Pulman's Coun¬ 
try has announced they will be standing for 
re-election in an area that proved vital for the 
Conservatives' overall victory in 2015. 

Political parties have until May 12th to name 
their candidates, with the election taking 
place on June 8th. 

East Devon independent candidate in 2015, 
Claire Wright - who pushed Hugo Swire all 
the way - has said she is still considering 
whether or not to stand. 

Ms Wright said it is entirely dependent on 
whether or not she can muster an army of 
supporters to help with the campaign. 

So far across the country the decision has 
left the political powers reeling. Former 
Chancellor of the Exchequer George Os¬ 
borne has decided to choose journalism over 
politics and has announced he will not be 
standing for re-election in his constituency 
of Tatton. 

Former Labour Party leader Ed Milliband 
and former deputy prime minister Nick 
Clegg have both announced they will be 
standing again. 

But former Conservative Party chairman Sir 
Eric Pickles is standing down after 25 years 
of being the MP for Brentwood and Ongar. 

Lib Dem big guns that fell last time round, 
including Vince Cable, Simon Hughes and Ed 
Davey, will attempt to win back their seats, 
but no word yet on whether Daisy Benson's 
withdrawal as Yeovil candidate will affect for¬ 
mer MP David Laws' decision not to run.

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Dispute over bonus pay could 
cause delays at Hinkley Point 


DELAYS to the construction of the Hinkley 
Point nuclear power station could be on the 
cards, if a dispute over bonus payments flares 
up into industrial action, the unions have 
warned. 

Unite, the country’s largest union, and the 
GMB will be holding a consultative ballot of the 
700-strong workforce preparing the ground¬ 
works at the Somerset site. The ballot will run 
between May 2nd and 5th. 

The dispute centres on the reported failure of 
the BYLOR consortium, made up of the French 
company Bouygues TP and Laing O’Rourke, to 
pay the bonus rate in line with the spirit of HPC 
Civil Construction agreement. The other em¬ 
ployer, Keir Bam, is currently not at the nego¬ 
tiating table. 

The unions argue that the bonus rate offered 
by BYLOR is insufficient to attract the quality 
of workers needed to ensure that that the civil 
works phase of the £18billion project is com¬ 
pleted on time. 

Unite regional officer and chair of the HPC 
joint union committee Rob Miguel said: “The 
Hinkley Point nuclear power station is key to 
the future energy needs of the UK. The project 
has already suffered delays and to achieve the 
2025 start date for electricity generation a 
skilled construction workforce is required. 

“If the consultative ballot eventually leads to 
full-scale industrial action ballot, we could be 
looking at delays to the construction at Hinkley 
Point, which will be very expensive for the em¬ 
ployers as hired-in plant and machinery will be 
lying idle. 

“The scheme has already been plagued by de¬ 
lays over its financing and can’t afford any fur¬ 
ther interruptions. 

“We would urge the employers to get back 
around the table with senior union officials to 
achieve a fair settlement, so building can con¬ 
tinue to the highest standard, safely and on 
schedule.”

Unite regional officer Tim Morris added: 
“This poor offer is unacceptable under all of the 
circumstances and our members came to Hink¬ 
ley Point under the belief that they would re¬ 
ceive excellent pay and bonuses. 

“The employers think they can do this ‘on the 
cheap’ by offering a derisory bonus rate, but the 
workers consider it to be completely inade¬ 
quate to attract and hold onto the skilled work¬ 
force necessary.” 

GMB regional officer Adie Baker commented: 
“GMB members are not prepared to accept this 
derisory offer on bonus payments that also 
threatens health and safety standards on site.” 

Hinkley Point is being built by the French en¬ 
ergy company EDF, with a stake from Chinese 
state-owned investor CGN. 

“When Theresa May became Prime Minister 
last July she pressed the ‘pause’ button on the 
project, but the go-ahead was eventually given 
in September.” 

The latest potential delays come just weeks 
after EDF Energy gave an update on work at 
the site, including that concrete had been 
poured for the power station galleries, which 
was described as a great achievement. 

An EDF Energy spokesperson said: “We are 
committed to a continuing dialogue on this 
issue with our contractor and trade union part¬ 
ners. Discussions are ongoing and our inten¬ 
tion is to reach a mutually acceptable outcome. 

“We have a strong partnership in place with 
the trade unions based on a set of landmark 
agreements that include pay and productivity. 
We share a commitment with them and our 
contract partners to provide high quality em¬ 
ployment standards, alongside the best stan¬ 
dard in health, safety, quality and 
productivity.”

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Residents and visitors 
asked not to feed gulls 



RESIDENTS across 
South Somerset are 
being urged to feed 
the litter bins and not 
the birds in town cen¬ 
tres this spring and 
summer. 

South Somerset Dis¬ 
trict Council (SSDC) 
is advising people to 
ensure litter is put in 
bins provided and not 
to feed seagulls and pi¬ 
geons that congregate 
in many areas of town 
centres. 

The bird tend to be a 
nuisance to town centre busi¬ 
nesses and the council, as well as 
visitors and shoppers who don't 
like being pestered or facing the 
unlucky prospect of bird drop¬ 
pings landing on them. 

A spokesman for SSDC said: 
“There is a huge amount of infor¬ 
mation available to help people 
deal with local seagull issues, but 
there is one rule we should all 
abide by: don’t feed the seagulls. 

“Make sure rubbish is put into 
bins and food is not left out for 
seagulls to scavenge. Businesses 
can also help by ensuring lids are 
placed on bins and that they are 
not overflowing with waste.” 

Although more seagulls are now 


nesting on the roofs of urban 
towns, overall the UK seagull pop¬ 
ulation has been going down. 
When seagulls are fed regularly it 
creates an artificially high popula¬ 
tion and encourages further breed¬ 
ing pairs to take up residence in 
the area. 

Like all other wild birds, seagulls 
are protected under the Wildlife 
and Countryside Act 1981, making 
it an offence to intentionally in¬ 
jure or kill any seagull, or to take, 
damage or destroy an active nest 
or its contents.

Over 60s encouraged to take up cancer test 


THE NHS is hoping for an improved 
take-up rate for a free bowel cancer 
test, leading to more lives being saved. 

A bowel screening kit is automati¬ 
cally sent to all 60 to 74 year olds every 
two years to pick up early signs of can¬ 
cer that may otherwise go undetected. 

Early diagnosis is the life-saving key 
to bowel cancer treatment. 

But last year less than two-thirds of 
the eligible population in the South 
West took up the offer and returned a 
sample. 

Most people will be told within two 
weeks that no signs were detected. 

For others, however, the test may 
find blood in the sample and they will 
be invited to a local screening centre to 
talk about the results and be offered 
more tests to find out the cause. 


This does not mean they definitely 
have cancer - the bleeding could be 
caused by a non-cancerous growth or 
another health problem. 

South West NHS Public Health Con¬ 
sultant Julie Yates said: “We don’t like 
to talk about our bowel movements 
and some people may find this partic¬ 
ular test unpleasant to perform. 

“But my message to anyone who re¬ 
ceives a test kit in the post is that can¬ 
cer is so much harder to treat if we 
don’t catch it early. 

“If you need help under¬ 
standing how to complete the 
bowel cancer screening kit 
please talk with a health pro¬ 
fessional such as doctor, prac¬ 
tice nurse or pharmacist. 

“Difficult as it may be, com¬ 


pleting the sample could quite simply 
save your life. As with all screening of¬ 
fered by the NHS, it is completely up to 
you if you wish to take part or not. 

“As a health professional, I would 
ask you to consider the risks and the 
benefits and then decide what is right 
for you and your family. 

“Cancer treatment can be very effec¬ 
tive with more people surviving can¬ 
cer than ever before and much of this 
is thanks to the screening programmes 
on offer.”

PROPOSALS to build a new residential retire¬ 
ment community on the outskirts of Yeovil have 
been given the green light by South Somerset 
District Council. 

Developers at Longcroft Retirement Village 
have been given approval to proceed with 
plans for land off Stone Lane which will include 
29 independent living bungalows, a warden's 
office, communal open space, vehicle access, 
landscaping and associated works. 

The bungalows will range from one-bed to 
three-bed properties and all will have car park¬ 
ing facilities. 

The complex will also have an ornamental 
garden and a residents' building which will be 
used as a meeting space for activities, while a 
large lawn area could be used for croquet or 
lawn bowls. 

The development will be suitable for the over 
55s who are able to live independently but 
enjoy support within a like-minded environ¬ 
ment and benefit from the assistance of a visit¬ 
ing warden. 

The application was given the go-ahead - 
subject to conditions on Tuesday (March 28, 
2017). 

Restaurant for take-away 

PLANS to provide a restaurant area at an exist¬ 
ing hot food take-away in Yeovil town centre 
have been granted planning permission. 

South Somerset District Council has given the 
go ahead to Lamjvan Ltd for change of use at 
24 South Street which has been used as a Thai 
food take-away. 

The premises are on the corner of South 
Street and Bond Street and the plans involve 
putting nine tables inside for diners, as well as 
continuing with the take-away facility. 

Home Thais closed in December 2016 and a 
message on its social media Facebook page 
said that it would reopen as a Thai 
restaurant/take-away under new ownership 
subject to council approval.

Touchstone Lane homes to go ahead 


PLANS to build 15 new homes on land at the 
rear of Touchstone Lane in Chard have been 
given permission by South Somerset District 
Council. 

The council has announced that applicant 
Richard Mead can go ahead with the project, 
which also includes the formation of a new ac¬ 
cess. 


The earmarked site is currently an area of 
grassland and an earlier scheme which had al¬ 
ready been granted permission in 2015 was for 
24 homes, while the new application is for a re¬ 
duced development of 15 properties. 

The scheme will provide a majority of two- 
storey four-bedroom homes apart from three 
one-bedroom bungalows towards the north of 
the site. 

“This revised 
scheme retains the 
same vehicle access 
from the south-east 
corner off Touchstone 
Lane,” said council 
planning officer An¬ 
drew Gunn. 

“From this access 
point a new road and 
footpath will head 
northwards into the 
site. 

“The scheme pro¬ 
vides a total of 38 
parking spaces with a 
mix of garaging and 
off-street parking 
with two visitor 
spaces. 

“Cycle parking is 
also provided within 
garages or in rear gar¬ 
den sheds. Refuse and 
recycling areas are 
provided for each 
property.” 

The decision to 
award planning per¬ 
mission to the project 
- which is being car¬ 
ried out by Summer- 
field Developments - 
was made by the 
council on Friday, 
March 31st.

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A glimpse of the past - set in stone

A TIME capsule from the 1880s was discov¬ 
ered by pure chance, and has been ‘repatri¬ 
ated’ to Crewkerne Methodist Church. 

It contained a copy of Pulman’s Weekly 
News from June 1880, a copy of The 
Methodist Recorder (also from June 1880), a 
poster about a debt scheme from 1867 and a 
typed letter from 1864. 

Church members are trying to find out 
more as to why the time capsule was cre¬ 
ated, and they may exhibit the contents. 

South Petherton and Crewkerne Methodist 
Circuit administrator Sylvia Hodge said: 
“Castle Reclamations in Martock bought the 
stone around 1995 and picked it up to cut a 
few weeks ago, which is when the time cap¬ 
sule was discovered. 

“The stone had been in the reclamation 
yard untouched since the mid 1990s.” 

South Petherton History Society got in¬ 
volved and contacted Crewkerne Methodist 
Church. 

It has been established that the stone came 
from what was known as the balcony church - 
the first Methodist church in Crewkerne. 

The balcony church continued to exist 
after a new church had been opened next to 
it in 1874. 

It was part of the church complex until the 
mid 1990s and served as a men’s fellowship 
room and a Sunday school room until dry 
rot forced its demolition. 

Sylvia said: “The capsule was an old bottle, 
sealed with a wax seal, cut into the stone and 
sealed. 

“How they got it into the bottle I don’t 
know. 

“Castle Reclamation kindly let us have the 
stone back. Their saw just skimmed the time 
capsule.” 


“We don’t know exactly what to do with the 
stone and time capsule contents yet. 

“Maybe we will make a cabinet display, 
and we will contact the county archivist.” 

The copy of The Methodist Recorder carries 
adverts for a number of products, including 
toys, sewing machines and the “finest im¬ 
ported Russian cigarettes”. 

Sylvia added: “Some of the paperwork has 
badly deteriorated but some is still legible 
and we would like to try and get it con¬ 
served. 

“Crewkerne was a busy town in the 1800s, 
and it would be lovely if we could get a re¬ 
sponse from the public. 

“It would be nice to hear from anyone who 
may have records from that time, and we are 
trying to find out if there is any record of the 
time capsule being put in.” 

She said there are several mentions of the 
Nicholls family, both in the time capsule 
contents and in the church.

by Hannah Stephenson, Press Association 


• Sow fast-maturing and late- 
flowering annuals directly into 
their flowering position. 

• Move overwintered hardy an¬ 
nuals to their final flowering 
position. 

• Water and feed plants in the 
greenhouse regularly. 

• Feed seedlings and young 
plants which are growing 
poorly or have pale, yellowing 
foliage. 

• Take leaf cuttings from plants 
with thick, fleshy leaves in¬ 
cluding African violets and 
sedum. 

• If you haven't yet done so, 
cover calabrese and cauliflow¬ 
ers with fleece or fine mesh to 
keep the pests out. 

• Remove blanket weed from 
the pond to let oxygen in. 


• Sow tender crops under 
cover including climbing 
French and runner beans, 
courgettes and sweetcorn. 

• Remove the top couple of 
inches of compost in estab¬ 
lished permanent container 
plantings and refresh the pot 
with fresh compost. 

• Feed newly-planted hedges.

Choral Society concert to feature 
two twentieth century pieces 


MEMBERS of the Axmin- 
ster and District Choral So¬ 
ciety are excited at the 
prospect of performing two 
choral works from the 20th 
century at their forthcom¬ 
ing concert on April 29th. 

John Rutter’s Gloria was 
composed in 1974 and is well 
established in the choral 
repertoire. It is in three 
movements, which corre¬ 
spond roughly to traditional 
symphonic structure. The 
accompaniment of brass en¬ 
semble with timpani, per¬ 
cussion and organ makes a 
joyful noise in the outer 
movements, but is used 
more softly and introspec- 
tively in the middle move¬ 
ment. Rutter’s range of 
influences spans both classi¬ 
cal and popular traditions. 
Rutter has said: 

“We can all learn from 
each other. I listen to all 
sorts of music - not just 
choral. -I pick up 
sounds and ideas from 
many parts of the 
world. The wonderful 
thing about choirs 
around the world is 
that they don’t all 
sound alike, because 
singing is related to 
speech and, for exam¬ 
ple, Russian choirs 
don’t sound like 
Swedish or Cuban or 
South African choirs. 

Long live the differ¬ 
ences.” 

The Gloria will be 
conducted by Director 
of Music Peter Par- 
shall and the soloist 
will be Harriet Mount- 
ford, who is welcomed 
back after her fine 
performance in the 
autumn concert 
“Alexander’s Feast.” 

A first class honours 
graduate from York 
University, Harriet 
lives in Berkshire with 
her husband, John, 
where she enjoys a 
varied career of orato¬ 
rio, recital and con¬ 
sort singing, alongside 
her teaching commit¬ 
ment at The Abbey Ju¬ 
nior School in 
Reading. Harriet will 


be in Axminster again in 
June to give a recital of 
Lieder, Melodie and English 
song, depicting ‘A Lover’s 
Journey’, as part of the 
Axminster Lunchtime 
Recital Series Music at the 
Minster.

rection! It was then that I 
began to write the Mass.” It 
will be performed, as writ¬ 
ten, by full choir with organ 
and brass ensemble.

This improvement in refinement 
is matched to subtle enhancements 
to the Mazda2’s already driver-fo¬ 
cused dynamics. Front and rear 
damper settings have been revised 
to enhance ride quality, while to 
improve body control the front 
anti-roll bar bushing has changed 
and the structure of the front lower 
suspension arm has been modified. 


Additionally, a small recalibration 
of the electric power steering has 
resulted in improved steering feel. 

The upgraded Mazda2’s dynamic 
enhancements also see the introduc¬ 
tion of G-Vectoring Control (GVC). 
Having made its debut on the 2017 
Mazda3, GVC is now standard 
across the Mazda2 range, the first of 
Mazda’s SKYACTIV-VEHICLE DY-

gine torque to optimise loading on 
the wheels when cornering to indis- 
cernibly provide more precise han¬ 
dling and improve comfort.
